In a. Colony’ like Hongkong, whose 
cosmopolitan population is, one of its chief 
features, it might have been ‘cxpected that 
anything savouring of cliqueism and class

an intercourse with ‘the people of all nations 
such as obtains in few other places, and the 
result is that, in business at ainy rate, there 
is, generally speaking, an cntire absence of 
racial fecling, nll castes mingling and fra- 
ternising in the best spirit. . But- when we 
come to the social’ side another trait ‘of 
human nature is disclosed. Of colirse, «it 
may be said that every man has a perfect 
right to do what he pleases in his private 
life, and while that may be: perfectly true 
the man of business takes good care to 
offend » nobody by" any. assumption of 
superiority over those with whom he is in 
daily contact, It has been left for an 
organisation—-whose motto is that all men 
are brothers—to proctaim blatantly the dis: 
tinction which is supposed to attach fo 
Kuropean birth, and to hoist the banner of 
social snobbery in the face of thevery'people 
from whom they are continually soliciting 
favours. «The Young Men's. Christian As- 
sociation. of Hongkong—worked from 
America—is imbued with a spirit of almost 
baronial pride of birth, No descendant of 
Waowick the -Kingmaker ever pointed with 
greater haughtiness -to the. blood-royal in 
his veins than do these members of a 
Christiari body attest their nobility of 
caste. 
riffraff who did not happen to‘be raised 
in some Kuropean barn.

LONG DISTANCE WIRELESS 
‘TELEGRAPH ¥, 
no —_>——_. ‘ % 
THE “CaMPANIA’S"” EXPERIENCE, 
tn June of last year it was announced,.says 
the Electrical Record, that one of the steamers 
of the Cunard system had kept in wireless 


| touch with one or the other shore during the 


trip across the Atlantic, and since that time it 
is said that overlapping of the messages when 
in midocean has been the rule rather than the 
exception, the vessels of this line atmast in- 
variably getting in touch wittr the shore ahead 
before losing touch ‘with that they were leaviog, 
While under ordinary conditions, it would be 
quite satisfactory: if the vessel were in touch 
with one shore or the other throughout. the 
entire voyage, ‘if a greater range were secured 
the system would be so much better and more 
reliable; ‘and, that this can be done satis: 
factorily was demonstrated by the recent 
trip of the Gunarder Campaniu, which arrived 
in New York early un the marning of Saturday, 
May 17th, 

After leaving Liverpool on thq preceding 
Saturday, the Campania began to receive mes- 
sages_when jo2 miles out from Poldhu, and 
daily after that many messages were received 
relating to current events of the utmost inter: 
est to the passengers, “On Tuesday morning 
the Cunard bulletin, ansounced that during the 
night the Campania had been in direct com- 
muniéation bosh with England and America ; 
wireless messages were; received from the 
Marconi stations at Poldhu, England, and at 
Cape Cod, Mass, The messages from, En- 
giand were sent out by Rewter’s agency, and 
those from America by thé Associated Press, 
The signals were-dirong and clear, ‘The first 
message from America. was received about 3 
o'clock in the morning, when the Campania 
was about 1,800 miles diftant from Cape Cod 
pand £,00) miles distant from Poldhu, 

On Wednesday, when the Canfania was 
almost in’ midocean, being 1,640 miles from 
-Liverpoal and 1,616 miles from New. York, 
messages, were received from both shores, and 


again on Thureday signals from both stations, 


were recorded,. ‘The Cunarder bulletin, pub? 
lished on Thursday on the Cantpania contain- 
ed news received from Poldhu when the vessel 
was 2,080 miles from that station, These 
messages were among the. longest. ever 
received over so great-a distance. They 
were strong and clear~ and it was 
evident that. communication’ could . havo 
been kept up from‘ Poldhu' longer had not 
the Approach of the vessel to the Cape Cod 
station'made it advisable forthe Poldhu station 
to atop sending, Thus it willbe seen that the

writing and you will answer any questions 
‘that it may contain, Next you will go on 
to say what you have been doing, seeing, hear 
ing, or reading, and make your ramarks on the 
events or books.

SAILORS MUTINY AT SHANGHAT.

OFFICERS AND CREW'ON SERIKE, 


A Shanghai contemporary reports that onthe 
H§th inst, a state of mutiny prevailed on board 
the four-masted American schooner Annie &, 
Smale, which was due to sail on that day, 
for Port, Townsend. It appears that there has 
been much discontent on board for some time 
past and matters were brought to a crisis by 
the officers and crew refusing duty when ors 
dered to heave up anchor, _ The master, seeing 
‘thatthe men were determined not to work, at 
9.20 a.m, hoisted the signals “Crew mutinous ; 
want agsistance,” and upon these signals being 
read by the Senior American Naval officer ‘n 
port, two boats manned by an‘armed guard of 
bluejackets, were dispatched from the U. S, S, 
Villolobas, and Quiros ito the Annis BE. Sinale 
to render any assistance necessary, : 

On theirarrival they f und that nothing unto- 
ward had occurred beyond the fact that the, 
males and the crew had refused ta work, The 
officer in charge of the bluejackets pointed out to 
the officers the serious consequence which 4 
persistence in their present attitude would en 
tail, and the mates, after relating the grievances 
in detail, resumed duty. The crew, however, 
persisted: in their refusal to work,. They com> 
plained of bad food, indifferently served, and 
hard times generally, and were resolved not to 
proceed in the ship. They were placed under 
guard, taken ashore and lodged in the Ameri- 
can Consutas gaol to await trial, , 

fis believed that one ‘of the mates’ gric- 
vances is the refusal of the master-to allow: 
them lo take their meals in the saloon, they 
having to ulilise,thé steward’s pantry for that 
purpose, This, if true, is a gratuitous insult 
on the part of the master to the. men upon 
whom he has to rely for assistance for the safe 
Navigation, -efficiency and well-being of his 
vessel. To longshoremen this refusnl may ap- 
pear to bea very trivial ground. for complaint, 
but the officers have the working of the crew, 

And the latter, seeing that. there is friction 
among the members of the “after guard,” are

This is alluded to in Ovid's Metamorphoses
